The Committee appointed by the Town of Sandisfield at their annual meeting of 
1843 to examine into the State of the Treasury and take care of the property of the 
Town have attended to that business and ask leave to report that the Committee ap- 
pointed by sd Town to transfer their property from the late Treasurer to the present 
Treasurer have included a Judgment against Jabez Bosworth Esq in favor of sd Town of 
Sandisfield of $9807 which was obtained by the late Treasurer on a note signed by 
Jabez Bosworth as principal and Erastus Beach and Stephen Smith as Suretees. It is 
the opinion of your committee that if the sd Sureties had been included in the suit 
against ad principal the whole amount would have been collected without any loss to 
sd Town. Your committee are also of the opinion that notwithstanding the neglect of 
sd Treasurer that he is legally had due to said Town for the said sum which is 
strengthened by legal advice. Your committee further report that the late treasurer 
did secure a note belonging to said Town signed by Thomas Twining as principal and 
Thomas Deming as surety of the sum of $250 which amount was on the 13th day of May 
1839 transferred by the late Treasurer to Lemuel K Strickland as principal and Daniel 
M Adems as surety which is deemed insecure. Your committee are farther advised that 
if it shall be made certain that sd last named note cannot be collected of the signors; 
in that case the late Treasurer is holden for the same; as it appears to be done by no 
other authority from the Town than that of directing their Treasurer to procure a re- 
newal of the school obligations or to collect the same It is suspected that renewing 
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is one thing and changing another but it is not considered to be perfectly clear - 
it is believed that the other obligations are secure. Your committee further re- 
port that in their opinion it is best for said town to cause their school obligations

Adjourned March Meeting to Apl 6th 1863 
Report of the School Dist Investigating Comnt 


The committee appointed at the annual Town Meeting holden on the 2nd day of March 
last to investigate the matter relative to the prayer of certain Petitioners pray- 
ing that the town set off Orlow Wolcott Amos Williams Oliver Austin William Law- 
rence & Edwin Simons from their respective districts and annex the three first to 
New Boston West & the two last to New Hartford road School district & furthermore 
to unite the remaining inhabitants of Freequarter & Southfield into one School dis- 
trict, have attended to the business of their appointment & beg leave to submit the 
following report - To Wit - Your committee have ascertained from Statements made by 
Austin Belden that the School tax of the above named individuals for the year 1662 
amounts in the agregate to $23.75¢ the whole amount of School tax for the same in 
Freequarter it $39 6/100, Southfield do $17.32, collectively their taxes amount to 
$56 38¢. this minus the tax of those contemplating being set off would leave the 
Districts of united $32 63/100 the same being $6 63/100 less than Freequarter now 
receives for the support of Schools New Boston West & New Hartford road would no 
doubt readily assent to the withholding of this amount from their annual proportion 
of the School money to make up the deficit Judging from the amount of money ex- 
pended in the past in those two districts (Freequarter & Southfield we arrive at the 
conelusion that $60 yearly to each of those districts would be the lowest amount 
which would prove satisfactory and answer the requirements of the district if jus- 
tice be done to their children. This amounts to $120, from which deduct $56 38/100 
the sum total which is raised in the two Districts leaves $63.62 which mst be sup- 
plied if supplied at all from some other source. But be the amount more or less 
it is a self evident fact that the Town will have one less School to support. It 
appears furthermore that the whole number of Schools in Freequarter is 15 South- 
field do 10 The number belonging to the Petioners 9 The whole number in said 
District 25 from which deduct nine the number belonging to the Petioners leaves 16 
one more than Freequarter now contains. In Southfield ) of the Pupils counted are 
the children of Thomas Robberts who is not the owner of any Real Estate but rents 
the dwelling in which he resides and consequently is liable to leave the district 
at any time which would reduce the Southfield School nearly one half in connection 
with thie Milo Crane has sent to an adjorning District in Colebrook the past winter 
in consequence of there being no school in his district and he is now desirour of 
having his proportion of the School tax paid over to said district which project if 
assented to is not only taking this money out of the district but out of the Town 
& State/ It appears also that the yearly average duration of school in Freequarter 
is from 6 to 7 months and in Southfield about six months Summer & in Winter School 
the lowest figure at which a good competent female teacher could be procured for 
Freequarter in summer would not be less than six dollars per month which in ) months 
to $2), Supposing a male teacher could be obtained in winter for $15 per month & 
employed for 3 months it gives a yearly expenditure for Schools equivalent to $69. 
The same method of reasoning will apply to Southfield as has been shown the two 
districts raise by tax only $56.38¢ then if two schools are supported the deficency 
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may be seen at a glance. According to Statements obtained from the residents of 
the two districts the distance between the extremes of the districts in united 
will be from 3 to 33 miles or thereabouts, the distance from Southfield School 
house to the extremes of the district is about 1 mile the distance between the 
extremes of the majority of School districts in Town will probably exceed 3 miles 
There are 7 houses or homesteads in Southfield & 8 in Freequarter 15 in both from 
which deduct the homesteads of Petitioners 6 in number & it leaves 9 for the dis- 
trict if united one more than Freequarter now contains. We have also ascertained 
that the School house in Southfield, or rather an apology for is an old dilapidated 
concern, Sadly out of Repair & would be considered hardly fit to shelter a dumb 
beast much less human beings and the above description needs but a Slight altera~ 
tion to apply to the one in Freequarter. Thus it will be seen that if the two 
districts remain as they are that they have not the means nor facilities for sus- 
taining a School for so long a time as the ought & furnish them at the same time 
with good & respectable teachers , Providing they had the means, such is the con- 
dition of their School House that no one ought to compel his children to spend 
months & years in such inconvenient & uncomfortable Houses if they can be much 
better accommodated elsewhere. Such being the condition of things the Petitioners 
will probably never patronize their Schools whether united or not so long as they 
can avail themselves of much better privileges. Good accomodations are afforded in 
those adjoining districts &< if Southfield & Freequarter were united they two would 
be in a condition to put their School on an equal footing with others in Town. 
After summing up those facts & candidly considering the whole matter without being 
in favour the result of our deliberations is (&we are unanimous in our opinions) 
What the Town ought in Justice to grant the Prayer of the Petitioners and as set 
forth in the Petition disconnect them from Southfield & Freequarter & unite them 
with New Hartford road & New Boston West School Districts. Should said Petitioners 
affect their object it is the unanimous opinion of your Committee that if the re- 
maining Citizens of Southfield & Freequarter all then agreed in being united into 
one School district. The Town should not vote unfavourable to such union. If on 
the contrary the two districts are not agreed & will not voluntarily assent to 
such arrangement your committee on their part would not recommend the enforcing of 
such union in oposition to their wishes. The foregoing is a faithful & impartial 
statement of such facts as have been presented for our investigation allof which 
we respectfully Submit for your consideration and action
